A Bill Passed Abolishing Sales 
in the Capitol. 


Representative Bell on the Powers 
Bill—Mr. Dalizell’s Sensational 
Attack on the Flora Darling In- 
demnity—Private Pensions,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—This was 
private bill day in the House and seven 
war claims, carrying an aggregate of 
$118,407, were favorably acted upon by 
the committee of the whole. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


(SECOND SESSION.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—HOUSE— 
The House having passed a bill to pro- 
hibit the sale of liquor in the Capitol, 
the blind chaplain today reierred to 
the fact in prayer. 

“We thank ‘nee, O Lord,” said he, 
“that this House is no longer respons- 
ible for the liquor traffic within the 
halls of the national Capitol. Grant, 
we pray Thee, that the bill passed here 
_yesterday will go through the regular 
channels and speedily become a law, 
never again to be repealed in the 
history of our nation.” 

At the conclusion of the prayer half 
a dozen members applauded vigorously. 
Speaker Reed promptly suppressed the 
outburst. 

On motion of Mr. Dingley, the floor 
leader, it was agreed that when the 
House adjourned today it be to meet 
On- Monday. 

A joint resolution extending until the 
close of this session, the time for the 
joint committee to investigate the 
question of the tax on alcohol used in 
manufactures or the arts, was adopt- 
ed. This being Friday, the. House then, 
on motion of Mr, McMillin of Tennes- 
see, went into committee of the whole 
for the ,consideration of bills on the 
private calendar. j

out a fact not brought out during the 
debate in the committee, that Mrs.

Mr. Boatner of Louisiana (Dem.,) 
and Mr. Richardson of Tennessee 
(Dem.,) both declared that some of the 
bank notes of their States were worth 
par in gold throughout the war.

Richardson of Tennessee, however, de- 
clared that in 1863 there was not a note 
on a Tennessee or Louisiana bank 
which would bring over 30 cents on the 
dollar. He should, he said, decline to 
vote for Mrs. Darling’s reimbursement 


-upon the basis of such a valuation for 


those notes. 

Mr. Cooper of Texas (Dem.,) who 
made the report on the bill, said in his 
opinion it was as meritorious a claim 
as ever came before Congress. This 
lady, under the safe conduct of a flag 
of truce, had been arrested and im- 
prisoned, her trunks seized and broken 
open and their contents, consisting of 
jewelry, gold and these bank notes, ab- 
stracted. He declared that this was 
the first time the value of the notes 
had ever been questioned. 

Mr. Dalzell replied that this bill fur- 
nished another illustration of the hur- 
ried and unsatisfactory examinations 
sometimes made of claims, and he 
moved to lay the motion on the table. 
A division resulted: Yeas, 54; nays, 45: 
but the point of no quorum was made 
by Mr. Cooper and the matter went 
over until Friday. The House then, at 
5 o’clock, took a recess until 8 o’clock, 
the evening session to he devoted to 
— consideration of private pension

At the night session of the House 
thirty-three bills were favorably acted 
upon. There were no features of the 
session. Among the bills were the fol- 
lowing: 

To increase the pension of Adelaide 
Morris, widow of the late Arthur Mor- 
ris, formerly captain of the Fourth 
United States Artillery, at $30 per 
month; to pension the widow of Joseph 
Keefe, late captain of the Fourth. 
United States Infantry, at $20 per 
month; to increase the nension of the 
widow of Col. David B. McKibben of 
the One Hundred and  Fifty-eighth 
Pennsylvania Regiment to $40 per 
month; to pension Ira Harris, late 
lieutenant-commander of the navv, to

of Mann’s Choice, Bedford county, Pa., 
to $50 per month; to nension the widow 
of the late Brevet Maj. Gen. Horatio 
P. Van Cleve to $50 per month and to 
grant an honorable discharge to Capt. 
Elisha B. Batt of the Nineteenth Mich- 
igan Infantry, who was dismissed for 
cowardice by Gen. Rosecrans at Mur- 
freesboro. 

BELL AND THE POWERS BILL. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Represent- 
ative Bell of Texas, a member of the 
Committee on Pacific Railroads, today 
presented to the House a minority re- 
port agdinst the Powers Bill. He op- 
4sosed the bill on the ground that it 
proposed to increase the indebtedness 
of the Pacific railroads, which are 
covered ‘by the first mortgage -rd a 
prior lien to the government =, by 
$16,000.000, and to make the govern- 
ment:-lien subordinate to this increased 
indebtedness. He asserts that while 
ander the Powers plan the companies 
vould attempt to give security to the 
government by a second lien, if the 
sovernment shall, be obliged to take 
sossession of the property, as he pre- 
licts that it would be eventually under 
‘he Powers Bill, it would have to as- 
sume an additional debt of $16,000,000. 
He holds that the property on which 
‘he government would be given a sec- 
ond lien would be worth less than the- 
amount of the first mortgage. —

If there was any prospect of securing 
anything for the government by litiga- 
tion with officers or Stockholders, Mr. 
Bell continued, h@ Would oppose any 
settlement which might release them 
from the liability, But he holds it to be 
clear that the suits of this kind would 
continue to be fruftiess, as in the past. 

He contends that as the government 
has to pay 3 per cent, interest on what 
it owes, it is Uhreasonable that it 
should loan to a private corporation at 
a less rate, and recommends that any 
extension of the debt te at 3 per cent., 
instead of 2, as proposed by the Pow- 
ers Bill. 

MR. BOWERS TO CONTEST. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Congressman Bowers, prob- 
ably with the incoming week, will file 
notice. of a contest’ of ‘the election of 
Castle in the Seventh California Dis- 
trict. The member will not talk of his 
plans at this. tim@, Saying that this 
action will be takén simply to protect 
his rights while investigating the ques- 
tion of the evidence needed and the ad- 
visability ‘of making a move. He has 
had several conferences with the mem- 
bers of the Elections Committee, and is 
vot satisfied that Bé could win. Should 
the contest be made the whole scheme 
of fusion in Califormia may receive a 
hearing in the House. 

SENATOR MITCHELL'S BILL. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Senator 
Mitchell of Oregon has introduced a 
bill in the Senate @Geéclaring the intent 
of the act of 1868, indemnifying. the 
State for expenses in maintaining the 
national,defense, By a decision of the 
Court of Claims, the interest on the 
money was not allowed. This was re- 
versed by the Supreme Court, but as 
the Treasury Department had passed 
upon the claims it refuses, under the 
Dockery law, to reopen them without 
further legislation. - 

The Mitchell bill is to cover this 
point. Nearly everysState is interested 
in the matter as im most instances the 
charges have been disallowed. 

THE NEW TARIFF. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11. — The pro- 
gramme of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to prepare @ tariff bill for the 
extra session of Comgress was the only 
topic of discussion about the House to- 
day, and met with general approval 
among the Republi@ans. It is expected 
that the bill will B& brought forward 
very early. in. thes 
debate, so its fate will be in the hands 
of the Senate early. All of the Repub- 
lican members of the Ways and Means 
Committee have been elected to the 
next Congress, and it is assumed that 
Mr. Reed will again be chosen Speaker 
and will not change the personnel of 


ability any effort will be made to do 
the work over again. 

‘Today Chairman Dingley had a con- 
ference with Mr. McMillan of Tennes- 
see, the senior Democratic member of 
the committee. Mr. Dingley said the 
hearings probably would begin with 
the holiday recess and continue 
through the holidays. To prevent them 
from dragging along indefinitely a 
limited time may be assigned for testi- 
mony relating to each of the most im- 
portant schedules. 

It is probable that the Democratic 
member of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee will have a consultation upon 
the tariff bill in a day or two, although 
of course any suggestion they might 
see fit to offer to the tariff programme 
would be merely a matter of form. 
They are not pleased at the sugges- 
tion that Mr. Newlands, the Independ- 
ent Silver member from Nevada, who is 
@ protectionist, be given Mr. Crisp’s 
chair at the committee table. Speaker 
Reed seldom consults with the mi- 


and has not done so in this case. 

Certain features of the new tairff 
bill have been practically decided upon 
already by the Republicans. Chair- 
man Dingley is authority for the state- 
ment that the bill will be framed to 
prevent the use of bonded warehouses 
by importers to escape the payment of 
higher duties, as they were used when 
the McKinley Bill was passed. To effect 
this there will be a clause providing 
that goods in storage in bonded ware- 
houses where the new law goes into 
effect will pay the rate of that law and 
not those of the Wilson Act in opera- 
tion when they were entered. Those 
schedules of the Wilson law which 
have proved satisfactory will not be 
disturbed, it is said. 

A member of the committee spoke of 
the cotton schedule as the most likely 
to remain unchanged, as having been 
guarded by the Democratic protection- 
ists in the Senate. He said its effects 
had been satisfactory to manufactures 
and operatives, and the duties being 
specific were in accordnace with the Re- 
publican policy. The Wilson Act’s ad 
valorem features will be done away 
with, it goes without saying. 

The reciprocity system may be effect- 
ed by the establishment of two sched- 
ules of articles on which concessions 
are desired from other countries, one 
schedule for goods when imported from 
countries which agree to reciprocity 
treaties, the other schedule for those 
which do not. Several conferences of 
the Republican Ways and Means com- 
mitteemen are expected before the 
hearings begin. It is suggested by one 
of them that they mey decide upon 
the schedules of the Wilson Act which 
they will continue, and nerhans some 
McKinley Act rates which will be re- 
established and will give hearings onky 
on the remaining schedules, inviting 
the narties interested to furnish the 
committee information which it wants. 
To finish the bill before the 15th of 
March, the committee will he obliged 
+> work faster than the Ways and 
Means Committee did on the McKinley 
Bill, and it might not be able to frame

NEW PUBLIC BUILDINGS,

Parts of Steamer Salier 
Washed Ashore, 


More People Reported Drowned 
Than at First. 


The Number Now Placed at Over 
Three Hundred. 


Capt. Wempe Apparently Thrown 
Out of His Reckoning by the 
Fog. and Rain—The Coast, Being 
Searched for Possible Survivors. 


(MY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


LONDON, Dec. 11.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) A special from Berlin says the Ger- 
man Lloyd steamer Salier was wrecked 
on the night of December 4, four miles 
north of Villargicia, Spain, two and a 
half miles from land. The _ dispatch 
says she must have broken up almost 
immediately, as parts of the “steamer 
have already washed ashore. She had 
210 passengers, mostly steerage, and 
her crew of sixty-five men all drowned. 

The. Salier was commanded by Capt. 
Wempe. The steamer had a general 
cargo. The disaster occurred during a 
dense fog and heavy weather. ‘lhe 
Salier had a fearful passage from Bre- 
men to this port. Two of her boats 
were swept overboard by a heavy sea 
which beat over her, and she sustained 
other damages. It is believed that about 
four hundred persons perished. The 
steamer struck Monday night last on 
a ledge of rocks, two and a-half miles 
from this place. She was bound to Vil- 
lagarcia, where she was toship another 
lot of steerage passengers bound for 
Buenos Ayres... A large amount of 
freightage is reported to have washed 
ashore. Search for the possible surviv- 
ors has so far been without result. 

The Salier was an old vessel which 
the North German Lloyd Company 
had agreed to sell to an Italian firm 
trading between Italy and American 
ports, but owing to some slight dis- 
agreement as to terms, the deal was 
not completed and the steamer was 
sent on another voyage. She was con- 
sidered to be in every way seaworthy. 
The Salier was of 3000 tons gross reg- 
ister, 351 feet long, brig-rigged and had 
a single propeller. Capt. Wempe had 
commanded the Salier for a number

far enough south to clear the rocks oft 
Cape Corrubedo before starboarding her 
helm and heading southwest, gradually 
pointing up westward and then in a 
northwesterly direction in order to head 
into the bay leading up to Villa Garcia 
But. Capt. Wempe seems to have beer 
thrown out of his reckoning by the foe 
and rain, and to have headed to port to? 
soon, with the result that he failed to 
clear the rocks below Cape Corrubedo 
and went down with his ship and all 
hands. 

Of the steerage passengers there were 
over 100 Russians, about 35 Galicians 
some Gotmans and about 200 Spaniards 
accordingto the estimates; all on their 
way to the Argentine Republic looking 
for new homes for themselves and fam- 
jlies. If the disaster had occurred after 
the Salier touched at Villa Garcia, the 
loss of life would have been much 
greater, as it is understood there were 
nearly 100 more men, women and chil- 
dren awaiting at that place to embark 
on board the Salier for Buenos Ayres.. 

The whole coast in the vicinity of the 
wreck is being searched for survivors 
of the Salier, and all hope has not vet 
been given up of picking up some one 
who may be able to give details of the 
terrible calamity. 

The agents of the North German 
Lloyd have been instructed from Bre- 
men to spare no expense in searching 
for the missing passengers and crew of 
the sunken steamer. It is known that 
the Salier had a pilot on board when she 
struck. The weather, however, which 
the steamer encountered, is described as 
being in the nature ofa hurricane. 

THE SALIER OFFICERS. 

BALTIMORE (Md.,) Dec. 11.—The 
North German Lloyd steamer Salier 
wrecked on the night of December 7 of 
the Spanish coast, left this port Sep- 
tember 9 last for Bremen.

SWELLING THE NUMBERS. 

BERLIN, Dec. 11.—A dispatch to the

A SPANISH EDITORIAL. 
HAVANA, Dec. 11. — La Lucha, the 
| organ of the Spanish Republicans here, 
' and which is loyal to the Madrid gov- 
| ernment, says of President Cleveland's 
| message: “It is adroitly worded and 
; is caleulated to partiy appease the 
| President's critics, while attempting 

somewhat to calm the popular clamor 
favorable to the enemies of Spain.” 

La Lucha subjects the Spanish Min- 
ister at Washington, Sefior Dupuy de 
Lome, to a scathing criticism for his 
failure to correct the press exaggera- 
tion in its accounts and false reports 
of the actual situation here, “many ‘of 
which have been unfortunately quoted 
by President Cleveland.” 

In concluding the article La Lucha 
Says: “In the matter of the. treatment 
of alleged American citizens, the Span- 
ish authorities in Cuba have been 
heretofore altogether too considerate, 
especially where the documents of the 
parties were hardly clear, the holders 
having never lived but a few days tn 
the United States and many of them 
being unable to sneak a.word of Eng- 
lish. The so-called American prop- 
erty which is alleged to have heen de- 
stroyed since the revolution began and 
claims for damage which have been 
filed in a majority of cases, belongs to 
natives of this -island fraudulently 
naturalized in the United States.’ 

DISCREDITED AT KEY WEST. 

KEY WEST (Fiz.,) Dec. 11.—Maceo’s 
death is still diseredited by the greater 
number of prominent Cubans here. 
Yet there are numbers who fear it is 
true. All await the arrival of the 
steamship from Havana tomorrow, 
however, before conteding it is true. 
The Spanish Consul received official 
news of Maceo’s death yesterday. 

The report that Dr. Zertuchow, who 
Maceo’s physician, had seen 
Maceo’s body exhumed, is untrue. It fs 
learned from a reliable source that 


Zertuchow was never Maceo’s physi- 
cian. 


Maceo had formed a plan with Gomeg 
to go to the Havana district to meet 
Gomez's forces there, as Gomez had 
sent 7000 men to the Havana district. 
Maceo crossed the trocha with 600 men 
through, Guayajabos. 
with the forces of Gen. Arolas, after 
he had crossed the trocha, Maceo’s 
forces wounded twelve of the Spanish 
troops. 

It is reported that Maceo left Rios 
Rivera, his second in command, who 
landed from the United States on Sep- 
tember 1, in charge of the insurgent 
troops in Pinar del Rio. 


PALMA’'S AGENT DENIES IT. 


says that Delegate Tomas Estrada 
Palma, when asked whether the addil- 
tional .information regarding Gen. 
Maceo’s death had in any way influ- 
enced his former opinions to the verac- 
ity of the news, said: “Not in the 
least. I cannot accept the reports so 
far published as conclusive evidence of 
Gen. Maceo’s death. I have just re- 
ceived a Key West eable dispatch from 
my agent in Havana, saying: ‘Maceo 
passed the trocha December 6. Report 
of death absolutely false. You may 
contradict it upon my responsibility.’ ” 

Besides the above telegram, Sefior 
Palma exhibited several other dis- 
patches from places in Europe and 
America, asking him fer information 
regarding Maceo. Among the cable- 
grams, one received from a wealthy 


Cuban in Paris reads: “Cable us 
about Maceo. I place $19,000 at your 
disposal. Let us not dismay. Go 
ahead.”’ 


Another cable dispatch from Porto 
Plata, San Domingo, says: “Cubans 
and sympathizers request further in- 
formation as to Maceo’s fate. We 
reiterate the assurance of our  de- 
} votion to the cause, and place one hune 
dred rifles at your disposition.”’

Some gentlemen here believe that

FRANCISCO, Dec. 11.—The 
death by asphyxiation of Mrs. Sarah 
B. Cooper and her daughter Harriet 
“this morning: has produced a profound 
sensation in this city. No woman in 
San Francisco or on the entire Pacific 
Coast was so prominent as Mrs. 
Cooper, who had devoted her life to 
religious and philanthropic: work, and 
was actively connected with every re- 
form movement. She was a cousin of, 
Col. Robert Ingersoll, with whom, de- 
spite their opposite religious views, 
she maintained a warm friendship. 

The mother and daughter were 
found lying dead in the same bed, 
about 9 o’clock, by their Chinese serv- 
ant. Miss Cooper had wrapped the 
clothes carefully about her, but Mrs. 
Cooper had evidently attempted to rise 
when she detected the escaping gas and 
was too much overcome to leave the 
bed. Two gas jets were turned on full 
and all the windows and doors were 
The Coroner and 
police detectives made a careful exam- 
ination of the room and concluded that 
while her mother slept Miss Cooper 
turned on the gas jets, 
closed the doors and windows and then 
calmly returned to the bed. The of- 
ficials are convinced that it was a case 
of matricide and suicide. 

Dr. Worth, thé family physician, 
states that Miss Cooper had been suf- 
fering tor months trom melancholia, 
with homicidal and suicidal tenden- 
cies. Her father committed suicide 
ten years ago and two cousins, nephews 
of her father, also committed suicide. 
Harriet Cooper had made several pre- 
vious attempts to end her life, once 
attempting to jumpfrom  ferry- 
boat, and several times announcing to 
her mother that she longed to turn on 
the gas at night so that she and her 
mother could “pass away together.” 
Mrs. Cooper concealed her daughter’s 
condition from all except a few inti- 
mate friends, and had arranged to take 
her daughter East soon to place her in 
the care of relatives, hoping the change 
might restore her health. 

Harriet left a note to the Coroner re- 
questing that the bodies might not be 
removed to the morgue. At first the 
Coroner refused to accede to the re-| 
quest, but through the intercession of. 
many friends the corpses were allowed 
to repose side by side in the death 
chamber. Ms. Cooper’s will, dated’ 
two months ago, refers to the proba-. 
bility of her early demise, and also 
alludes to the possible death of her 
daughter. All her bequests are made 
with the idea that her daughter would 
not survive her, as if she anticipated a 


Mrs. Cooper has for many years 
been at the head of the free kinder- 
garten system in this city, while her 
daughter has been her secretary and 
deputy superintendent of the kinder- 
garten schools. The Coopers’ were 
prominent in the prosecution of Rev. 


First Congregational Church, when 
Dr. Brown was accused of immorality 
with ‘Miss Mattie Overman. Many of 
the Brown faction bitterly denounced 
‘Mrs. Cooper, and more especially Miss 
Cooper, for their action in joining the 
ranks of Brown’s opponents. Mrs. 
Cooner had been Brown’s assistant 
pastor, and taught an adult Bible class 
with an average attendance of 400. 
After the trial the Bible class was 
conducted for a time in an outside hall 
and many of the Coopers’ former 
friends became estranged. This de- 
veloped melancholia in Miss Cooper and 
caused Mrs. Cooper to withdraw from 
many of her public undertakings. 

Mrs. Cooper was born in New York 
sixty-four years ago, and before the 
war was a prominent advocate of abo- 
lition. She was in Memphis during the 
Smallpox epidemic, and did effective 
work as a volunteer nurse. Two of her 
children died during the epidemic. She 
and her husband worked as instructors 
to the freedmen after the war, and 
came to San Francisco in 1870, founding 
the kindergarten system in this State. 

She was prominent as a director of 
the Associated Charities, was at one 
time president of the Pacifie Coast 
Woman's Press Association, the Wo- 
man’s Suffrage Association, and the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union. 
For twenty years she has been a con- 
tributor to the press, part of the time 
being engaged as an editorial writer 
on a local paper. She was especially 
prominent. in the Congregational 
churches of the State as a delegate 
.to conferences, and often occunied the 
pulnits of churches of that denom- 
ination. She organized a new. congre- 
gation and built a new church in an 
outside district a few months ago. 

BROWN AND MISS OVERMAN. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—‘The Lord 
saves; He has saved me, of all sin-. 
ners, the lowest.” Uttered with fervor, 
these words rang from the lips of a 
young woman at the Salvation Army 
meeting at Willard Hall last Tuesday 
noon. lier eyes wandered over a little 
sea of heads bowed in prayer. At the 
sound of her voice, one of the heads 
turned involuntarily toward her. A man 
with pallid face started as though to 
rise. The eyes of the two met for a 
moment and there was a flash of rec- 
ognition. Then the man recovered con- 
trol of himself. He resumed his seat, 
and through the remainder of the ser- 
vice sat with bowed head and shaime- 
faced mien. Few in the audience saw 
the little scene. 

The two were the principals in the no- 
torious Overman-Brown church trial 
in San Francisco—Rev. Charles 0. 
Brown and Miss Mattie Overman. At 
the close of the trial Miss Overman 
joined the Crittenton workers. Hence- 
forth she will be known as _ Sister 
Martha. It was while on the way to 
Washington, D. C., where she goes to 
assist Mrs. Emily Waller Barrett in 
rescue work, that Sister Martha hap- 
pened into Willard, Hall. 


When the meeting was over she went 


‘out and straight to the Anchorage 
Mission, there to address an andience 
‘of young women. Rev. Brown, when the 
meeting was over, went his own way, 
and that brief glance during the serv- 
ices was their only meeting. What the 
clergyman is doing in Chicago no one 
seems to know. Shortlv after the trial 
he left San Francisco and drifted to 
the East, to be lost sight of until his 
dramatic meeting with the woman 
whose name was linked with his own.

She has 
not lived at the palace since her depo- 
sition, but has occupied the old Domi- 
nis homestead in a quiet and economi- 
cal style, the crown lands, which were 
her main source of wealth, having been 
forfeited to the new government. When 
she was pardoned no pension was given 
to her, so that she sustains herself on 
her personal means, which are not 
abundant. One of the features of for- 
mer proposed annexation treaties has 
been a pension to a deposed sovereign. 


MARSHALL J. MILLER DEAD. 


Hanged at San Quentin for the Mur- 
der of Pier. 


SAN QUENTIN PRISON, Dec. 11.— 
Marshall J. Miller of Marysville was 
hanged here this morning at 10:12 
o’clock. Miller and his partner, Stuart 
Greene, entered the house of Joseph 
Pier at Marysville on the night of May 
1, 1895, with the purpose of robbery. In 
accomplishing this, they so beat and ill- 
treated Pier that he died from his in- 
juries. 

Greene fought the case, but was 
finally convicted and sentenced to life 
imprisonment. Miller, on a ‘separate 
trial, pleaded guilty and was sentenced 
to be hanged on September 27, 1895, 
but a stay was granted on appeal. The 
Supreme Court refused a new trial and 
Miller was resentenced to be hanged 
today. Miller made a statement last 
night that he was innocent of the 
crime, and accounted for his presence 
in Pier’s house by being drugged by 
Greene. He said Greene was an all- 
round crook who had beén implicated 
in robberies in Utah, Wheatland, Ma- 
rysville and other places. Miller blames 
his attorneys for advising him to plead 
guilty. 

The procession left the condemned 
cell at 10:10 o’clock and proceeded to 
the execution chamber. Miller was 
and carried himself well. The 
only sign of weakness was while cross- 
ing to the execution-room he clasped 
Father Lagan’s hand, but otherwise 
bore himself bravely. The drop was 
sprung at 10:12.. o’clock and death was 
instantaneous. 

Father Lagan made a short speech 
on the gallows for the condemned, in 
which he said he forgave all his ene- 
mies as he hoped to be himself for- 


‘given. He also gave a short history of 


his life to Father Lagan to be pub- 
lished. Sheriff McKenzie of Napa, who 
will next month have to hang Moore, 
the murderer of Mrs. Greenwood, wit- 
nessed the hanging. 


A JAPANESE LUNATIC. 


Fires a House and Stabs Eight Per. 
sons—Soaks the Ninth. 

. (BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 11.—A re- 
markable case of arson, which included 
the wounding of nine persons by a 
lunatic at Sumyoshi, Kitsuki district, 
Japan, on the morning of November 
18, is ‘contained in the latest mail ad- 
vices. It appears that Yokohama Ko- 
maturo, 18 years old, being left alone 
in the house while the rest of the fam- 
ily were out in the fields, suddenly 
took a fancy to burn down the prem- 
ises. Going up stairs to where some 
Straw was kept, he set fire to it, and 
enjoyed the sight immensely. 

When a woman living next door came 
out with a child of 3 years on her back, 
and called for assistance to extinguish 
the flames, the lunatic objected to hav- 
ing his enjoyment spoiled and at- 
tacked her with a knife, giving her 
ten severe wounds and slightly injur- 
ing the child. A young man then came 
‘to her assistance and, during a strug- 
gle with the tunatic, received two se- 
vere cuts on his head. Three children, 
aged 5, 6 and 7, were caught by the 
madman while attempting to run from 
the scene, and each was wounded more 
or less. 

The next victims were a man and a 


woman.who were attracted by the] 


blaze. Both of these received slight 
cuts. Then he got hold of a woman 42 
years of age. He threw her into a river 
near by, When the police arrived on the 
scene there was no trace of the luna- 
tic, but helwas arrested a few hours 
later in a place about two miles away, 
where he was found taking a nap. — 


‘CAREW POISONING CASE. 


The Woman Held for Trial by the 
Yokohama Court, 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 11.—The 
preliminary examination of Mrs. Edith 


| Carew, accused of poisoning her hus- 


fand, has terminated in her being held 
for trial by the court in Yokohama. 
Reports of the trial, as given by the 
Japanese papers brought by. steamer 
yesterday, show the case against the 
woman to be a strong one. Nearly all 
the testimony taken seems to 
strengthen the evidence of the wife’s 
guilt. 

During: the hearing several compro- 
mising letters have been submitted by 
the prosecution, which tend to show 
that a conspiracy existed. One of these 
Was written by a friend of the family, 
who confessed having at one time 
quarreled with the dead man. In this 
letter to Mrs. Carew, the friend, Harry 
V Dickinson by name, assumes the 
part of adviser in the divorce proceed- 
ings prior to the poisoning : 

A Physician testified to finding arse- 
nic in the remains of Carew, and other 
minor evidence’ being concluded, the 
accused woman was asked to plead, but 
declined to make a statement She was 
then held for trial, and in the mean 
time will be confined in the British 
jail in the settlement. 


SAMUEL WEBB’S DEATH. 


Dr. Lawler of San Quentin Will Be 
Asked to Explain. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 11.—What is 
said to have been a case of neglect 
of duty on the part of Dr. Lawler, 
prison physician at San Quentin, is 
to be made a matter of investigation 
by the State Board of Prison Directors 
tomorrow. 

On November 12 last Samuel Webb 
was admitted to San Quentin Prison 
under a sentence of one year for burg- 
lary committed in San Bearnardino. 
When examined at the prison it was 
found that he had a laceration of the 
scalp on one side of the head. He was. 
at once sent to the prison hospital for 
treatment. Dr. Lawler examined the 
wound, treated itasacommon lacera- 
tion, dismissing Webb with a bandage 
about his head. He was turned out into 
the prison yard, awaiting the time 
when he should be called upon to work. 

Webb died on November 29, and an 
autopsy revealed the fact that his 
skull had been fractured and a piece 
of the bone driven into his brain. On 
his arrival at San Quentin Webb 
stated that within three days of his 
arrest, which had been made by H. E. 
Hickok, the deputy constable, who in- 
flicted the injury by striking him with 
the butt end of his revolver, he had 
been tried, convicted and transported 
nearly 500 miles. |

SIBERIA’S RESOURCES, 
Exploration by Two Geologists 


Along the New Rallrond Line. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS Winer) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 11.—D. V. 
Ivanov and Peter. Kulatuhof, inembers 
of the Russian Geological Survev, who 
have been for some time pst investi- 
gating the mineral resources of Siberta 
along the route of the great Siberian 
railroad, arrived here on their way to 
St. Petersburg. They trav-icod a vast 
distance over mountain region. Their 
duty was to explore the country for 
one hundred miles on the strip along 
which the road runs or is surveyed, so 
as to get a good idea «cf whai the 
country afforded. 

“We found it a wonderful country, 
both in point of scenery anid in its re- 
sources of gold, silver, copper, lead, 
coal and other minerals,” said one of 
the gentlemen. “It was all that we 
could have desired. We collected many 
specimens of different kinds of ore, 
which we are taking back with us to 
St. Petersburg. Besides the minerals 
there are enormous areas of magnifi- 
cent agricultural lands available 
chiefly for growing wheat, oats, barley 
and other cereals and vegetables. The 
great rivers of the country afford 
fine opportunities for commercial de- 
velopment. It has a thousand inter- 
ests that can only be alluded to.” 

The Russian explorers will probably 
remain here but a few days. 


THE TESTIMONY’S WEIGHT. 


Gen. Dickinson Hed Reaxon for Re- 
freshing Bechtel’s Memory.

In October, a month before the mar- 
riage, Murray turned over to his 
brother, James, all his real and per- 
sonal property, amounting to about 
$6000, without valuable consideration, 
but secured a power of attorney from 
the brother to manage the property 
and make collections. Later Murray 
deserted his wife, and she commenced 
action for maintenance, and the lower 
court granted her $25 per month ali- 
mony and caused the judgment to be

IT GOT TOO STRONG. 


Abusive Language Ends in a Prob- 
able Murder at Modesto.

MODESTO, Dec. 11.—This afternoon 
J. H. Young and William Pritchard 
got into a difficulty in which some very 
abusive and strong language was _§in- 
dulged in. The men soon’. separated, 
but met again in the Brooklyn saloon, 
when Young demanded that Pritchard 
retract an offensive epithet used. But 
little was said on either side before 
both men drew revolvers simultaneously 
and commenced shooting at each other. 

The men were about six feet apart 
and Young fired five shots and Pritch- 
ard two. Shots from Young’s pistol 
went wide of the mark, while Pritch- 
ard’s struck his adversary. C. G. 
Whaller, owner of the saloon, took 
part in the melee, and hit Young sev- 
erel blows on the right side of the tem- 
ple and knocked him down and left 
him in a dazed condition. Young was 
shot through the abdomen and the 
shoulder and will probably die. ; 

Young was engaged in mining in dif- 
ferent parts of the State and has been 
here about three months. He was 
drunk at the time of shooting. 
Pritchard has been a resident of this 
city and is a gambler. 


OSCAR E. HAMMOND DEAD. 
The Well-known Telegrapher Takes 
Too Much Morphine.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 11.—Oscar E. 
Hammond, a telegraph operator, known 
all over the Pacific Coast, died sud- 
denly at Oakland this morning.

A Coroner’s inquest was held tonight 
and the jury returned a verdict of 
death from an overdose of morphine 
taken without suicidal intent. It is 
supposed that Hammond was suffering 
from insomnia and took morphine to 
induce sleep. Hammond was noted as 
an expert telegrapher. He was 28 
years old, and leaves a wife and six 
children.

THE BLOODY TURK OBJECTS TO 
BEING CRITICISED. 


Unless the President of These Unifea 
States Apologizes to the Butcher 
of Armenians There Will Be a 
Diplomatic Split—Muastapha Bey 
Bays, 


(RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRD.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—A_ special 
from Washington to the World says: 

“President Cleveland has been called 
to account by the Sultan of Turkey. 
An emphatic protest was made yester- 
day by the Turkish government against 
the language used in the President's 
respecting the 
massacre of Armenians, and the gen- 
eral conduct of the government toward 
the Christians in the empire. 

“The situation is said to threaten the 
rupture of the diplomatic relations be- 
tween the United States and Turkey. 
Mustapha Bey, the Turkish Minister, 
it is rumored at the State Department, 
has intimated that if some amendments 
are not made by the President, he will 
be obliged to ask for his papers, and 
will return to Constantinople. 

“The displeasure of the Sultan was 
made known to Secretary Olney on 
Thursday by Mustapha Bey in accord- 
ance with a- cablegram received 
Wednesday from his home government. 
The interview between the Minister 
and the Secretary of State is described 
as exceedingly interesting and some- 
what exciting. Mustapha Bey began by 
stating that his government had in- 
structed him to make ‘an emphatic 
protest’ against the harsh and unjust 
language used by the President in his 


with which the United States sustained 
friendly diplomatic relations. 

“This was accusing President Cleve- 
land of a diplomatic discourtesy, but 
the Minister made it still more serious 
by stating that the Sultan regarded 
President Cleveland’s message as the 
argument of an advocate, in that he 
presented only one side of the case, 
although he possessed complete infor- 
mation regarding the other, or Turkish, 
which had been officially communi- 
cated to him. 

“The Minister also called attention 
to various grievances that his gov- 
ernment entertains against citizens of 
the United States. He said they had 
libeled the Sultan and abused _ the, 
Turkish government, and had been al- 
lowed to do so unreprimanded by the” 
President, although some of them were 
public officers. 

“Complaint was also made against 
American missionaries in Turkey, who 
were charged with inciting the Arme- 
nians against the ,Turkish government, 
and with aiding them by assisting or 
concealing the manufacture of dyna- 
mite bombs in Christian churches. It 
is said that Mustapha Bey presented 
what the Turkish government regards 
as proof of the charges made, and 
that they are now on file-in the de-— 
pariment. Among those accused are 
Dr. Cvrus Hamlin, the Congregational 
minister, and Drs. Dwight and Wash- 
burn of Robert College, Constanti- 
nople.”’

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 10, 1896.—(To 
the Editor of The Times:) Immigra- 
tion from all parts of the world has 
now become one of the most serious 
questions that the people of the United 
States have to take hold of. We have 
filled up the continent with people from 
every half-civilized and civilized nation 
of the world, and, in my opinion, some- 
thing ought to be done to check it to 
some extent, or stop it altogether for a 
certain period, say ten years. Immi- 
gration to the United States éxceeds 
that to any other country in the world 
and will steadily increase. 

I wish to call attention to the condi- 
tion in which we place our sons and 
brothers by allowing the young and 
middle-aged men of Europe to come in 
here by the thousands every week and 
take our and their places. 

According to the statistics furnished 
by the commissioner in charge of im- 
migration, 25 per cent. come from 


| Great Britain and about 20 per cent. 


from Germany. About 20 per cent. of 
those are young men between 20 and 40 
years of age. They are mostly good 
mechanics and have learned their trade 
either in England or Germany, and 
they would no doubt make good citi-

zens. In the past we have no doubt 
needed them, but now as we have fac- 
tories and workshops where we can 
send our young men to learn and edu- 
cate themselves for the duties of life, 
that need no longer exists. I notice 
in my travel all over the the States 
that the majority of the skilled m-»- 
chanics employed in shops and factories 
are foreigners and I might point out 
a reason why those men are employed, 
but I am not protesting against the 
people now employed, but against any 
more immigration of foreign labor in 
future. Let us take care of those here 
now, but let us stop others coming; as 
there are enough here now. Of course 
its the big manufacturer and corpora- 
tions that would like to see the immi- 
gration go on as it is in force now, so 
they could draw from Europe any and 
all the skilled labor they want and 
need, especially in instances when the 
men in their employ demand or insist 
upon a fair or better wage. But why 
should our gates be open to all the 
world when the manufacturers and cor- 
porations of Europe do not have such a 
source to draw from? They manage to 
get along and why should not we, the 
best country in the world, get along 
without them? I think if the gates of 
Castle Gar len could b> closed, say for 
ten years, and the employers of all kind 
would show to the men _ working for 
them a more kind and human spirit 
and just dealing, that it would bring u 
response from the men of a like na- 
ture, and we would have prosperity 
where now stagnation prevails. Wil) 
it not be better for the United States 
to give work and a livelihood to the 
people here now, than to let the mar- 
ket of labor be overstocked? Let the 
newcomers prepare for the duties of 
American citizenship; it will take at 
least some time to do so, and if we 
think or see that after ten years of 
closing it is, and will be, to our inter- 
est to open the gates again to the labor 
of Europe, then I say by all means let 
us do it, but first of all consider 
whether or not it would be a benefit te

The Charter Criticiaed. 

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 19, 1896.—(To 
the Editor of The Times:) The pro- 
posed charter certainly will, if adopted, 
enable us to fix responsibility and in 
that particular has greatly the advant- 
age over our present one, but it seems 
to me that that advantage is possibly 
outweighed by many. serious objec- 
tions. The Mavor will be a civic czar 
for his two-year term of office, for he 
will have the absolute and unfettered 
disposal of 40 or more municipal 
offices. His veto power, an absurd 
anachronism, a relic of the day of 
kings, will make him of more account 
than five of the nine Councilmen. Now 
I am in favor of putting power into a 
man’s hands and then effectively hold- 
ing him accountable for the use he 
makes of it. But I also think we 
would be fools to put so much power 
in his hands and then be powerless to 
rebuke an abuse of our trust. We can 
only scold and wait until his two years 
are up and then refuse him reélection. 
In the mean while he can snap his 
finger at us. It is always the right 
of a majority of a board of directors 
of a stock company to call down their 
president, and moreover it is always 
the right of the stockholders them- 
selves to call an election any time 
and put in a new board of directors. 
Tt is perfectly true that these powers 
are not often used other then at tne 
periods of annual elections, but never- 
theless their existence is a most 
valuable protection for stockholders 
against any undue assumptions on the 
“art of fficials. Why should we be so 
careful to cuard the rights of members 
of a private corporation and then ig- 
“ore the riehts of ourselves as mem- 
hers of the municipal corporation? 

Let it be that unon a certain number 
of citizens signing a petition alleging 
dereliction on the part of the Mayor, 
% special election shall be held to de- 
‘ermine his further continuance in of-: 
This would be an unweildy 
“ludgeonhi for controlling him I readily 
sdmit, but the mere fact of his know- 
ing it could be called into action would 
he a ereat deterrent to abuse of norver. 

However, the whole scheme of plac- 
ing absolute power in a mavor'’s hards 
ig virtually a confession of hankruptcy 
on the part of municipal democracy, 
and the anpointment of autocracy as 
assirnee, But if we muct havean auto- 
erat let us provide some wavy of getting 
rid of him if we desire without waiting 
for his term to expire. The provisions | 
for the apnointment of the City Clerk, 
Attorney, Engineer, Treasurer, etc., in- | 
stead of election is in the line of mod- 
ern progressive legislation, but the 
nower to appoint should vest in the 
Council instead of the Mayor. The 
Auditor should he free from control of 
the same anpointive power that deter- 
mines the Treasurer. If the Mayor ap- 
points the Treasurer, then the Atiditor 
should be efther appointed by the 
Couneil or elected direct by the people. 
With a corrupt Mayor in office what. 
confidence could we have in an dudit . 
of his Treasurer’s books by his own! 
Auditor? Both Treasurer and Auditor 
would be his tools. What would we! 
think of the stockholders of a bank | 
giving irrevocable control of the bank | 
for two years to their president and 
then accepting an audit of the books 
prepared bv his own appointee? This 
is practically what the new charter. 
proposes for the citizens of Los An- 
geles, 

Then the proposal to elect Council- | 
men at large rather than by wards is | 
an objectionable innovation. The best 
judges of the qualities of the ward 
renresentative are certainly the resi- . 
dents of that ward. If the Councilman | 
from my ward pays no attention to. 
the wants of my ward, then I should 
have a chance to retire him from of- 

ce, 
a7, the Councilman from, say the 
Third Ward, is unsatisfactory to the 
residents of that ward, inasmuch as he 
pays no attention to their peculiar 
needs, then they are certainly the ones 
who should have the determiration of 
his continuance in office. With the 
new charter the Councilman from the 
Third Ward could neglect every inter- 
est of his own ward, but by standing in 
with “the push” in the other eig*t 
wards he might be elected withovt re- 
ceiving a single vote from the Third 
Ward. The mere fact of his being a 
resident of the ward he_ represents 
would be a feeble guarantee that he 
would devote himself to its interests. 
The requirement of res dency in a 
ward as necessity to represent it is 
both a narrow-minded and needless 
nrecaution. The chances are very much 
in favor of the Third Ward selecting a 
man from the Third to represent them, 
but if the Third think thev can get 
hetter service from a resident from 
some other ward, why sheuld they not 
have the privilege of so electing? It’s 
their own lookout if they mate a mis- 
take. Let them elect anybodv they 
like, man or woman, but let them also 
have the right of recalling their repre- 
centative any time a petition with a 
cufficient number of names is gotten up 
calling for a new election. 

T note that the new charter anvnears 


to consider it advisable that the Mayer 
shall appoint women (female citizens : 
the charter graphically describes 
them,) to one committee, that of the 
Public Library. Now, lookirg at 
from the purely selfish standnoint, it 
is easv enough to see the reason why 
men decline to allow women to enjoy 
equal rights of suffrage. Englishmen 
forego this invidious distinction in 
municipal elections, but why should 
men decline to let women serve them 
in public office while they are glad to 
accept their aid in private affairs is. 
what beats me. What’s the matter 
with having a woman or two on the 
Board of Education, the Board of 
Health. or even the august and distin- 
guished Council itself? I don’t propose 
that we must divide up the offices be- 
tween the sexes as we must some of. 
the non-partisan boards between the 
two political parties, but I do- insist 
that we should have the privilege of | 
putting women in office if we, and they, 
desire.

to trial. The prosecution showed a dis- 

position to d> some business, but coun- 

sel for the defendants insisted upon. 
continuarices owing to lack of prepara- 

tion and absence of witnesses. 

The incident of the day was the 
wholesale dismissal of the cases 
against women for retailing liquor 
without a license. The decision of Jus- 
tice Morrison in the Laddy case had 
such direct bearing upon six other 
cases, based upon similar complaints, 
that the prosecution acknowledged that 
it was hopeless to attempt convictions 
on the evidence at hand. Judge Louis 
iottechalk appeared In behalf of Joseph 
‘agi'e of the Anheuser saloon, crarged 
with selling liquor after midnight. He 
stated that it was his purpose to fle a 
demurrer and present his argument in 
support of it. He therefore asked for 
a continuance until next week. Assist- 
ant City Attorney Thomas strenuously 
objected to further delay, and called 
the attention of the court to the amount 
of business which was piling up on the 
docket. As a compromise, the demur-_ 
rer filed by the defense will be argued 
today at 1:30 o'clock p.m., and the trial 
of the case will begin Tuesday, Decem- 
ber 15, at 9 o’clock a.m. 

Before proceeding with the other 
cases set for yesterday, Mr. Thomas 
asked to be allowed to make a stateée- 
ment to the court. He said: 

“In the case of Florence Laddy which 
was argued yesterday, I had no oppor- 
tunity to maké an examination of the 
facts in the case before coming into 
court, and I believe that Mr. Scranton, 
special attorney In these cases, was 
not fully acquainted with the character 
of the evidence to be presented. I 
therefore requested Mr. Scranton to 
come to my office this morning, so that 
we could examine our cases and see if 
any of them came within the lines of 
the decision of yesterday. We have de- 
termined that it will be useless to 
prosecute some of these -cases further. 
involving, as it would, a needless ex- 
pediture of timé and. money. The 
docket of the court is already over- 
crowded. We therefore ask that six of 
the cases be dismissed, and, where ar- 
rests have been made, the defendants 
discharged.” 

The cases against the following- 
named persons were then ordered dis- 
missed by Justice Morrison with the 
consent of the prosecution: 

Jennie Mead, charged with selling 
liquor without a license; Clara Lor- 
raine, who is said to have been in San 
Francisco for the past two months, and 
has not been arrested: Ethel Wilson, 
who has left Los Angeles and has not 
been arrested: Pearl Morton, whose 
case was to have been heard yesterday; 
Rose Mitchell, who was to have had a 
hearing today. 

The case against Ella Solomon was 
also dismissed for lack of evidence and 
because the condition of the defendant 
was such, Mr. Thomas said he was in- 
formed, that it was an act of charity to 
susnend prosecution. 

This sweeping action does away with 
all the cases against women excépt 
those of Madame Van and Ella Rorick. 

When the case against R. Schulte of 
the Broadway saloon was called, J. R. 
Rush, Esq., asked for a continuance 
on the ground that he had been called 
into the case but five minutes before 
making his appearance in court, and 
that he was not prepared for trial, 
owing to the absence of material wit- 
nesses. 

Mr. Thomas contended that the de- 
fendant had been arraigned not less 
than a week before, and if he had failed 
to secure counsel and subpoena wit- 
nesses it was his own fault. He had 
had plenty of time to make preparation 
fo. trial and should not ask for fur- 
ther delay. & 

Had it not been that a partly-finished 
jury trial was to be resumed within 
half an hour the chances are that the 
Schulte case would have been taken up 
at once. Under the circumstances the 
court postponed the hearing until 2 
o'clock p.m. today.

To listen 
to them attentively, a stranger would 
soon imbibe the idea that the East did 
all the manufacturing of the United 
States, and the West did none of it, 
and that the design of a protective 
tariff is to enrich the manufacturers 
of the far East, to the cost and the 
detriment of the western farmer. 

Nothing could be further from the 
truth than this idea which was _ 


orators during the campaign, coupled 
with allusions to the “robber tariff.” 


The truth is that the States of the 
Mississippi Valley are manufacturing 
nearly everything now that can be 
made, or ever was made, on the Atlan- 
tic seaboard. Willow-ware and wooden- 
ware, such as pails, tubs and baskets, 
are made in the lake cities and sold 
in New York at a profit. Steamships 
can be built at Chicago, Cleveland, 
Buffalo, Toledo and Sandusky, at 8 
per cent. less cost than they can be 
built on the Hudson or Delaware. For- 
merly all the cooking and heating 
stoves were made in Albany and Troy, 


Men and brethren, this sort of ex- 
travagance must stop. It is an abuse 
which the taxpayers will not tolerate 
much longer. If candidates choose to 
reward political workers out of their 
own pockets, for sérvices rendered, 


. they can do so, provided they do not 


exceed the legal limit, or otherwise 


- violate the law. But they have no 


moral right to reward them at the 
expense of the people at large.

In a timely article he an- 
nounces, in his paper, the Antelope 
Valley Gazette, some of the results 
of his investigations, as follows: 

““Massachusetts Senate of thirty-nine 
members only has fifteen attachés, 
and the Assembly of 238 members has 
only twenty-eight attachés. Pennsyl- 
vania, with 5,250,000 population, has 
a Senate with fifty members, and 
hires only fifty attachés. Her lower 
house is composed of 204 Assembly- 
men, who only haye_ sixty-six at- 
tachés. Ohio, with four times the 
population of California, has a Senate 
of thirty-seven members, who have 
forty attachés, and its Assembly’ of 
113 members employs only forty-five 
attachés. Colorado’s Senate of thirty- 
five members has only . sixteen em- 
ployés, while its Assembly of sixty- 
five members has only thirty-three 
employés. All the other States show 
California up in as bad a light. Is 
there any reason why the Califor- 
nia Legislature should have 321 at- 
tachés, when Massachusetts only 
needs 43, Pennsylvania 116, Ohio 85, 


+» Colorado 49, and all the other States

It is true that parts of the great 
West produce agricultural staples, but 
the day when they did nothing but 
furnish articles of food to the manu- 
facturing population of the Atlantic 
seaboard, has long since gone by. The 


looms of California and Oregon have, 
for years, produced a finer grade of 
woolen blankets than anything made 
at the East, for the simple reason 
that up to 1890 there was no such 
thing as a shoddy mill on the whole 
Pacific Coast. ne 

Again, there are some branches of 
farming that need protection if we 
are to have a Christian country and 
an enlightened population. We refer 
more particularly to wool, in the pro- 
duction of which we are obliged now 
to compete with the peon labor of 
Mexico, Spain and the Argentine Re- 
public. Really good clothing comes 
just as high as it ever did, but the 
cheaper varieties are lower for those 
who have money with which to pur- 
chase, just because our markets are 
overstocked with foreign goods. But 
they are no cheaper for those who 
have been thrown out of work, or 
had their wages reduced. 

It is a false doctrine and an illogi- 
cal assumption, that the manufactures 
of the East have amassed colossal for- 
tunes by the workings of protection, 
or that they all belong to the mil- 
lionaire class. The great fortunes of 
the Atlantic seaboard have been made 
not so much in manufactures as in 
the increase of the values of real es- 
tate in the towns where those manu- 
factures are located. Put the wages 
of American labor upon the same 
scale as those of France, Germany 
and England, and no protective legis- 
lation would be needed. That is why 
the advocates of protection advocate 
a tariff—because they want to see 
every boy brought up to be more in- 
telligent than his father, a thing that 
cannot be accomplished under Euro 
pean conditions. 


The Supreme Court has done itself 
great credit by dismissing a _ suit 
wherein a woman sued another for.a 
share in her deceased husband's prop- 
erty because she was the one who 
first introduced him to her.

OUR NEW EL DORADO. 


Tne Toes, nearly eight months ago, 
when people living hereabouts were 
stampeding off to Alaska in search of 
gold, advised them not to do so, and 
it likewise retRinfled them that there 
were nearly, iftjnot quite, es good 
diggings to bef found. much nearer 
home. This it did, not on any definite’ 
knowledge or information as to the 
extent of the new mines, but merely 
on what it had heard about the cheap- 
ness with which the ores could be 
worked, on account of the absence of 
arsenic and other refractory substances 
in the rock. 

Hon. ‘Valter S. Melick, editor of 
the Antelope Valley Gazette, has just 
returned from the mines at Rands- 
burg, Garlock, Goler and the adja- 
cent camps, and his letter descriptive 
of his trip is very interesting read- 
ing. He went out by way of Mojave 
and returned by way of the new road 
which is being completed from Rands- 
burg to Lancaster. He says the travel 
from Kramer on the Santa Fé and 
from Mojave on the Southern Pacific, 
is about equally divided, but the bulk 
of the freight goes in there by way 
of Mojave. He claims that the new 
road from Lancaster has the easiest 
gradients of any, and that an eight- 
horse team can haul six tons either 
way in two days without needing a 
brake on the wagon. ; 

Of course, just at present, there are 
about as many coming out of there 
as are going in, but that is easily 
accounted for. No capital is to be 
had there for developing new mining 


| ground, so that lucky finders have to 


go off to the larger towns and secure 
money to open what they have lo- 
cated, Again, many prospectors who 
go in there are “grubstaked” by men 
who themselves know nothing about 
either quartz or placer mining. and, 
when they make their locations, they 
have to go back and report to their 
principals. Hence the fact that 100 
men arrive there and 100 more leave 


| on the same day, is no unfavorable re- 
-port upon the actual condition of the 


diggings. 

From what Mr. Melick writes, Gar- 
lock, sometimes called “Cow Wells,” 
is likely to be the milling town of 
that neighborhood for some time to 
come, All the water in Randsburg is 
hauled there in barrels, which pre- 
cludes any hope of a crushing plant 
at that place. Garlock has two mills 
already, going night and day, while 
three others are in process of construc- 
tion. Mr. Melick estimates the total 
population of the district at 1200. Be- 
tween Mojave and Randsburg he met 
thirty-five teams coming out and over- 
took seventeen teams going in, which 
is pretty lively business for his time 
of the year. . 

There can be no doubt that the 
newly-opened district will be a great 
market for farm produce from all parts 
of Southern California; and the ease 
with ~hich large loads of provisions 
and garden truck can be laid down 
there, will render it a much cheaper 
place to live in than any of the more 
famous camps in the earlier settlement 
of the Coast. | |

advice when he tells them to stay at 


home and not rush in there at present, }

PARKHURSTERS’ METHODS, 


Tue TrveEs permits “Bystander” to 
have his say, in this morning’s issue, 
but it by no means indorses what he 
says.

It is absolutely not true that Los 
Angeles is fast acquiring an “unen- 
viable notoriety” because of evils un- 
checked. It is not.true that there is 
any necessity for the parsons to under- 
take the work of the police. Any “un- 
enviable notoriety” that this town is 
in danger of acquiring is attributable 
to the reckless, i and ill- 
advised gabble of the Parkhurst So- 
ciety and the falsehoods uttered by 
Rev. J. A. B. Wilson. 

Behind and underneath all this zeal 
to enforce the regulations governing 
the sale of liquor, is the hostility of 


under any regulation. A violation of 
the ordinance requiring saloons to 
close at midnight is deemed “im- 
moral” by them because they deem the 
liquor traffic immoral at any time and 
under all circumstances. The Park- 
hursters announced that they intended 
to regulate the “morals” of the city, 
and straightway they. proceeded to per- 
suade saloon-keepers to commit trivia] 
and technical violations of an’ ordi- 
‘nance in order to “cinch” iuem. 
Every man who has had experience 
and acquired knowledge of the life of 
large cities knows that “Bystander,” 
Wilson and the Parkhurst slummers 
talk clotted nonsense when they how} 
that “drink” and “vice” are rampant 
in Los Angeles. Los Angeles is singu- 
larly orderly for a city of its size, and 


its vice is not flaunted brazenly in pub-

lic. Even the Parkhursters have to 
search for it diligently when they want~ 
to see a “circus,” and they have to offer 
unusual inducements to persuade any- 
body to get up a “circus” for their 
benefit. 

“Why can we not confine vice within 
fixed bounds?” Because the Jab Wil- 
sons and the Parkhursters won't let it 
remain in fixed bounds. They jump 
into the pool with both feet and splash 
the mud all over the city, and then 
they howl about the inefficiency of the 
police in failing to keep the city clean. 

Nobody will assert that the police 
of Los Angeles or any other city do or 
can absolutely prevent violations of 
the law. Nor will it be maintained 
that they prosecute every offender. 
But it is a fact, and every man com- 
petent to judge will support the state- 
ment, that the police of this city, as a 
rule, enforce the law and go about as 
far in compelling respect for police 
regulations as is practicable. They 
might attempt more, but it is doubtful 
if they could accomplish much more. 
They are the preservers of order and 
the protectors of life and property, not 
the censors of morals. Order may be 
preserved and life and property pro- 
tected by law, but men and women can- 
not be made moral by legislation and 
police surveillance. 

It is the professed business of the 
preachers to promote morality by pre- 
cept and example, and they can find 
enough employment in that line, with- 
out going outside of their own 
churches to keep them busy. When 
they attempt to do the work of the 
police, they  make- themselves ridicu- 
lous. The spectacle of a preacher of 
the gospel, a follower of the gentle 
Nazarene, going about the city with a 
big revolver to arrest saloon-keepers 
for disobeying the regulations made by 
the Council is too absurd for serious 
contemplation. 

The members of the Parkhurst So- 
ciety who are actuated by honest mo- 
tives have been misled by the extrava- 
gant assertions and denunciations in- 
dulged in by Wilson, who came here 
avowedly to Parkhurst the town, and 
was determined to find vice rampant 
even if he had to draw upon his im- 
agination for his facts. “Bystander” 
has no’ more excuse than Wilson had 
for saying that “lawlessness and vice 
are notoriously and openly prevalent’ 
in Los Angeles. It simply is not true 
in the sense in which it is intended to 
be construed. 

THE Times gives place to “Bystand- 
er’s” communication in pursuance of 
its well-known policy of giving a fair 
hearing to both sides and all sides of 
questions which interest the public. 
But it must not be understood that in 
s0 doing this paper opens its columns 
to the indiscriminate, interminable 
and profitless discussion of the ques- 
tions at issue by every extremist who 
desires to parade his views in public.

THOSE FOREIGN CONSULSHIPS, 


Mr. Cleveland has thoughtfully seen 
fit to relieve the incoming President 


‘of a great deal of personal anxiety by 


placing all the foreign consulships 
worth less than $2500 a year upon the 
civil-service list, so as to keep a lot of 
southern Democrats in office under a 
Republican administration. If the na- 
tional Falstaff imagines things will re- 
main that way, he is badly fooled. 
His ideas of foreign consular service 
are entirely different from those of his 
predecessors. When Grant was Presi- 
dent he said the foreign service must 
be filled from States that had commer- 
cial relations with the countries to 
which consuls were to be appointed. 
Accordingly he made Frederick F. Low 
Minister to China and Charles E. de 
Long Minister to Japan. All the Aus- 
tralian and Chinese consulships were 
filled with the citizens of the Pacific 
States for similar reasons. Under the 
administrations of Mr. Hayes and Gen. 
Garfield similar appointments were 
made and while Mr. Harrison felt that 
no citizen of this State could well be 
received at Peking, he lost no time in 
appointing Mr. Coombs as Minister to 
Japan. 

When Mr. Cleveland was elected the 
first time he appointed Mr. Bayard as 
his prime minister. That gentleman 
was always a fawning truckler to the 
South and a great friend of Matt Ran- 
som, Senator from North Carolina. 
Ransom had had a very hard time in 
getting reélected, and all that saved 
him was the friendship of a young 
lawyer named Jernigan. So he got 
Bayard to appoint Jernigan to the 
consulship at Kobe, which had been 
given to a citizen of Oregon ever since 
Mr. Lincoln’s induction into -office in 
1861. When the cholera broke out in 
Japan in 1887, Jernigan “cut his lucky” 
and went over to Shanghai, leaving 
the consulate at Kobe in charge of a 
clerk (and an Englishman at that) for 
five months. Yet such was Bayard’s 
friendship for Ransom that not a line 
of writing is on file in the State De- 
partment to show that Jernigan was 
ever absent from his post a single day. 


_Mr. Cleveland is not altogether cul-. 


pable for his desire to put everything 
under the civil-service rule, .whieh is 
merely another form of, the English 
bureaucracy, for his ideas of govern- 
ment are essentially English. It is all 
well enough to put letter-carriers and 
small department clerks on the civil 
list, because they are poor people and 
have generally families to support. 
And so might the smaller consulships 
worth less than $1500 a year be placed 
on the civil list’ But when it comes 
to a consular appointment to a port 
where a man has to have a fair knowl- 
edge of law in handling maritime 


cases that come) up before him for ad-

} judication,. it is obvious that the in- 
cumbent of the office should be of the 
same political party as the President 
of the nation. . ia 

All that will be needed after the 4th 
of March will be a resolution to place 
on the civil list all consular appoint- 
ments the salaries of which are less 
than $1500. That will give Mr. Mc- 
Kinley a chance to have his adminis- 
tration represented abroad by men of 
his own party whose action will not 
stultify the policy of his administra- 
tion. It is only fairness and justice 
that such procedure should be had. 


The Secretary of the Interior has 
made a report which seems to be “a 
campaign of education” in itself. He 
shows that there are only about 270,000 
Indians in the whole United States, 
and yet these Indians occupy or claim 
85,000,000 acres of land. Yet it must 
be borne in mind that the Indians are 
not an agricultural people, and but 
slightly inclined toward pastoral pur- 
suits. They live by hunting and fish- 
ing, for the most part, and the lands 
occupied by them for such uses are 
not, as a rule, well adapted to farm- 
ing. In some parts of Oregon the In- 
dians raise cattle for sale, and the 
Navajos of Colorado sell a great many 
thousands of sheep in the course of a 
year. Still, such cases as these are ex- 
ceptional. 

A man living near Hanford recently 
sold his entire crop of dried pears 
at 9% cents per pound, for export to 
Germany. But that man was a worker 
and had not a lazy hair on his head. 
‘His next-door neighbors, on either 
side, haven’t sold their pears, for the 
reason that they have had none to 
sell.

Of course Car- 
negie has the best technical knowledge 
of the business, but the big oil mil- 
lionaire has the most.money and can 
afford to hire a good deal of the requi- 
site kind of talent. There is a growing 
belief that a portion of Rockafeller’s 
scheme is the manufacture of armor 
plate for war vessels, something of 
which Mr. Carnegie has hitherto en- 
joyed a monopoly; and he has not fur- 
nished an extra good article of plate, 
either.

LYTLE CREEK LITIGATION. 


A MILLION DOLLARS IN WATER .AT 
STAKE.

The Issues Involved and the History 
of the Case Reviewed—Condition 
of the Grapeland Irrigation Dis- 
trict—Case to Go to the Supreme 
Court. ' 


The San Bernardino Times-Index of 
Thursday evening published a careful 
review of the decision by Judge McKin- 
ley in the Lytle Creek water case. 
Judge F. W. Gregg of attorneys for the 
plaintiff in the case thus reviewed the 
history of the litigation and the prob- 
lems at issue: 

“The action was brought by the Lytle 
Creek Water and Improvement Com- 
pany, as plaintiff, against the Grape- 
land Irrigation District, Lytle Creek 
Water Company, C. B. Hughes, C. H. 
Vosburg, J. N. Miller, John L. Camp- 
bell and several other minor defend- | 
ants. 

“The attorneys for the plaintiff were 
R. H. F. Variel, J. S. Chapman, Will A. 
Harris, H. A. Barclay and F.~W. Gregg. 
The attorneys for the Grapeland Irriga- 
tion District were Messrs. Rolfe & 
Rolfe; for Hughes and Vosburg, Messrs. 
R. E. Houghton & Curtis, Oster & Cur- 
tis; for John L. Campbell, BE. R. An- 
nable; for Lytle Creek Water Company, 
S. O. Houghton and J. W. Stephenson. 

“The plaintiff claims to be the owner 
of the entire flow of the Lytle Creek, 
basing its claims both upon appropria- 
tion and upon the fact that it had suc- 
ceeded to the riparian rights of the 
owners of the Muscupiabe lands, and 
had in all about 30,000 acres which is 
claimed as riparian to the stream. 

“The Lytle Creek Water Company is 
the old water company that-has been 
distributing water for some years, and 
succéeded to the rights of the original 
appropriation and settlers, except Lord, 
since 1854. The Lytle Creek Water 
Company claimed to be the owner of 
all the water of the stream, except the 
Lord right. The interests of the Lytle 
Creek Water Company and the oe” 
Creek Water and Improvement - 
pany are not so conflicting, although 
one was plaintiff and the other defend- 
ant. Five-sixths of the stock of the 
Lytle Creek Water Company is owned 
by the Lytle Creek Water and Im- 
provement Company and the former 
company was joined in interest with 
the latter in defending their joint 
claims to water against the Grapeland 
Irrigation District and other defend- 
ants. 

“Judge Campbell claimed to be the 
owner of 150 inches of water, which he 
got through a trade several years ago 
made with the Lytle Creek Water Com- 
pany, by which he exchanged water 
rights which he then controlled for a 
prior right of 150 inches. He has been 
using the water for several years, and 
his predecessors for many years, and 
claimed to be the owner of it. 

“The Grapeland Irrigation District 
had run a tunnel, about 2400 feet in 
length, 850 feet through a spur of 
the mountain on the side of the 
cafion, and about 1400 feet in the 
débris of the cafion. This tun- 
nel passed directly under the sur- 
face of the creek at two points upon 
the stream, and was from twenty-five 
to fifty feet under the flowing stream; 
is under the bed of the creek for 1400 
feet, and the plaintiff claimed that its 
location was such as to necessarily take 
water from the surface of the stream, 
and also claimed’ that the Grapeland 
Irrigation District run the tunnel for 
the purpose of interfering with the sur- 
face flow of the stream, and that not 
being a riparian owner of land border- 
ing on the stream, the irrigation dis- 
trict had no right to run its tunnel and 
take water from the stream. 

*‘Hughes claimed the waters of South. 
Fork, the waters which rise at the 
junction of the three forks of Lytle 
Creek, known as the Wilson develop- 
ment waters, and also the Bridshaw 
waters. The plaintiff claimed that the 
waters of South Fork were tributary 
to and made a part of the flow of the 
stream, and came to the surface lower 
down the cafion. : 

“Vosburg claimed all of the waters 
of Middle Fork, and also some water 
which he claimed to have developed 
in Middle Fork Cafion. 

“Miller claimed to be the owner of 
150 inches of water rising in the bed 
of the cafion near its source. Plaintiff 
claimed that all of the waters of Mid- 
die Fork and the so-called deviop- 
ments flowed naturally down 
canon at Middle Fork and contributed 
to the surface flow of the stream lower 
down the cafion, and that in general 
the waters which rise in the bed of 
the cafion at the Wilson development, 
the Bradshaw developments and the 
Miller Springs, was water reappearing 
from the sinkage of Middle and South 
Fork, with some from North Fork. 

“It is generally believed that the 
case took more time in its. trial than 
any other law suit @Bat has ever been 
tried in Southern California. The 
actual trial consumed two months, 
with several other months occupied in 
briefing and twelve days in argument, 
various counsel arguing not by hours 
but by days. It took two men to carry 
the stenographic reports of the testi- 
mony into the court after the trial, 
and the briefs were as voluminous as 
the argument was long. 

“The value of the property involved 
in the case was from $750,000 to $1,000;- 
the 
semi-tropic lands, containing about 30,- 
000 acres, with two or three thousand 
other acres, embracing Rialto, West 
Rialto, Fontana and parts of Bloom- 
ington and the entire Grapeland Irri- 
gation District. San Bernardino gets 
its water supply from the Campbell 
right, and in one way and another 
taking in the population of San Ber- 
nardino. from 10,000 to 15,000 people 
were affected by the decision. 

“The case really involved the trial 
of a number of different lawsuits, 
and nearly every phase of the water 
law of this State, in one form or an- 
other, was involved in the trial and 
determination of the case. The decision 
strengthens and puts on a sohd basis 
all the water rights at Rialto and in 
the princely domain east, west, north 
and south of Rialto, forming the Semi- 
Tropic lands, with several thousand 
acres between the Semi-Tropic lands 
and this city. 

‘In general the decision establishes 
the fact that all of the waters which 
flow down our mountain cafions or. 
their tributaries, either on their sur- 
face, or in the sand, gravel and debris 
under the surface, form one stream, 
and the waters in the sand and gravel 
are not to be construed as percolating, 
but as stream water. In this respect 
it is in line with the adjudications of 
the courts over the Los Angeles River, 
the trial of which has been occupying 
the Los Angeles court now and during 
the past several years. i 

‘The -decision, if sustafned, will al- 
most entirely put an end to running 
tunnels under the surface flow of 
streams in the mountain cafions of 
Southern California with the intent 
to take water thereby. It has atwade 
been a mooted question whether tun- 
nels could be rup in such places, it’ 
being contended that the necessary ef- 
feet of running such tunnels is to rob 
the surface flow of the stream of its 
waters.” 


GRAPELAND IRRIGATION DIS- 
TRICT. 

The Times-Index adds: “The decision 
of this. important case was against this 
district, but it is not probable that 
the case will be allowed to rest with 
the decision of the lower court. It 
was impossible to obtain any informa- 
tion from Judge Rolfe, the attorney:

have no doubt that the case will be 
appealed. From J. W. Roberts, presi- 
dent of the San Bernardino National 
Bank, who is familiar with the af- 
fairs of the district, some interesting 
facts were learned. “The authorized 
bond issue of the district is $250,000. 
Of this sum, about $115.000 have been 
issued, a portion of which have been 
sold East and North and in Los An- 
geles. He estimates the holdings in 
this city and vicinity at from $35, 

to $45,000, divided ong probably nf- 
teen holders. He says that none of 
the banks hold any, and that the larg- 
est alae holding will not exceed 


15,000. 

“The district has expended the pro- 
ceeds ‘of its bonds in legitimate work 
and has large improvements, consist- 
ing of canals and pipe lines, the value 
of which cannot be materially injured 
should the present decision be made 
final. They can be used in connec- 
tion with another water supply than 
the one in litigation. 

“The unissued bonds can be used for 
securing another water supply with 
little delay to the material interests 
of the district.

PEOPLE FROM MAINE. 


Reunion of. the Pine Pine Tree State Ans- 
“seciation. 


A social gathering of people from 
Maine who make up the local Pine 
Tree State Association took place at 
the rooms of the Friday Morning Club 
on Broadway last evening. 

There were nearly three hundred 
people present when, after an hour 
Spent in pleasant converse, adjourn- 
ment was had to the festal board, 
and the edibles prepared were dis- 
cussed by the natives of Maine. The 
dinner concluded, several musical se- 
lections were rendered by Mrs. Brown, 
Mr. Wood and Mrs. Webb. An appro- 
priate recitation by Miss York, daugh- 
ter of Judge York, was a ple@sant fea- 
ture of the entertainment. 

Judge Enoch Knight made an ad- 
dress, which was listened to with at- 
tention and applauded at frequent in- 
tervals. The judge’s address was com- 
pleted with the following remarks: 

“As a conclusion of the whole ques- 
tion presented by the spectacle of the 
Pilgrim settlement on these shores, it 
must be fairly concluded that no other 
event in modern history matches it in 
consequence. Through natural change, 
doctrine and discipline were softened 
into that reasonable toleration which 
made community and home life har- 
monious and wholesome. From the 
years of exile in Holland, through 
every experience which followed, every- 
where was taught the discipline and 
dignity of labor. Nowhere out of New 
England was ever developed such sym- 
metry of neighborhood life, for it was 
built upon the true unit—the family. 
The genesis of our civilization is traced 
to the Free States government in the 
Netherlands and the town meetings of 
New England and what they stood for 
in the way of patient working and 
waiting, of patriotic purpose and of 
individual responsibility. The men and 
women who wrought out what the ma- 
tured policy of the Pilgrims stood for, 


have been the dominating influence in 


| our civilization for two centuries. They 


were co-workers with Providence, and 
it was.a hard bargain; for they had to 
put in all the labor and most of the 
capital. They could not make much 
of the soil, but they did make much 
of themselves, which was better. They 
created the very means and sources 
of growth and power. As Michael An- 
gelo found in the very dirt of the 
Vatican gardens the ochres that went 
into his marvelous frescoes, and pul- 
verized and mixed them with his own 
hands till they became a secret power 
in his matchless work, so these men 
and women found the alchemy of life 
in the mastery of whatever was at 
hand, making it to serve them as the 
very elements do. 

“It is said they were narrow in be- 
lief; but all belief that has thickness 
must be narrow. Too many people 
spread out belief so thin that it is only 
capable of raising a crop of doubts. 
Our New England ancestors had the 
kernel of Christian truth in their be- 
lief, and that is all the most of us can 
ever be sure of or hope for. I confess 
to a feeling of pity for those people 
who invent and clothe with flippant 
phrase many of the new notions about 
faith and religious obligation. One 
man, with a sincere conviction, who will 


} honor it, keep still about it and let it 


work its leaven in his life, as an ex- 
ample and inspiration to mankind, is 
worth to the world a multitude who 
walk in the shadow of their own con- 
ceits and fads till they become the 
confused and crippled victims of their 
own vocabulary. 

‘Tt is said these ancestors of ours 
were slow. Yes, they were slow; and 
all men who go surely go slow. No 
man ever yet safely trod a level or 
scaled a height who did not go every 
inch of the way with his feet upon 


solid ground. They played the game / 


of life seriously and, no doubt, sel- 
fishly; but they played it openly and 
fairly. They never gambled. They led 
earnest, and therefore productive, tives, 
knowing that all the facts of human 
existence show that every unproductive 
life must sooner or later become a bur- 


-den, if not a revenge upon mankind. 


They earned and they saved, as it was 
necessary and honorable to save. And 
it is. because they earned and saved 
that the sons of the Puritans have 
carried their enterprise and thrift ev- 
erywhere; have followed the sun west- 
ward over the Hudson, the Mohawk, 
the Alleghanies, the Mississippi, the 
Rockies, the Sierras, until at length, 
as America’s greatest orator has said, 
‘they have mingled their voices with 
the soft murmur of the Pacific.’ 

“But it is rather to the homes of 
New England that our hearts turn to- 
night, as we celebrate Forefathers’ 
day. The like of them we shall never 
have again, not even here in this smile 
of a softer sky. That intense house- 
hold life, with its mild amusements 
and its serious study, its long even- 
ings and its few good books that were 
learned by heart, will never be possible 
where all things invite to out-of-doors 
and an easier life. But we must not 
forget our heritage. We can at least 
remember the old homes, with the sav- 
ing grace they carry to every wand- 
erer’s heart; and, like the young 
prophet called to serve the new King 
in the new land, we can keep our 
windows ever open toward Jerusalem. 

“And if for some of us there are no 
homes left, if they have been swept 


away, if there do not even remain ‘life’s” 


last relics, a cellar and a well,’ we can 
never forget the mothers that made 
households dear and sacred. No other 
inspiration can be equal to our mem- 
ory of these. They dedicated and con- 
secrated their lives to us. Others 
might doubt and deny, but they never. 
They trusted us; they believed in us: 
they praised and encouraged every 
good deed and kissed every childish of- 
fense into everlasting forgetfulness. 
With unequaled courage and self-de- 
nial: they lived their quiet and often 
hard lives, carrying immortal hope in 
their hearts, and the light of heaven in 
their eyes. 

* ‘Safe cornered by the hemnsnte: fire, 

Behind the heads of children,’ 
they found duty a shrine and the home 
their world. Their first solicitude, their 
latest prayer, thought, look and touch 
on earth were all for us, and the 
sweetest and sublimest faith that can 
ever come into these souls of ours is 
that when we stand forth at last in 
the clearing light of the eternal morn- 
ing the faces of the waiting angels who 
hold out their arms to us shall be the 
faces of our mothers.”

These laborers, represented by 
Richard Albright and W. R. Brodie, 
had the following petition before the 
board yesterday, which explains their 
case quite fully: 


was sent to your honorable body in 
regard to Putnam & Co., who had 
the contract for the improvement of 
Twenty-seventh street and who did not 
pay their employés. Your body rec- 
ommended that no 
awarded to Putnam & Co. in the fu- 
ture. Among the bidders for street 
work at the last session of the Coun- 
cil, November 16, there was the name 
of J. P. McCormick as one of the 
bidders on Ninth, Santa Fé avenue 
and Twenty-eighth street. Said gen- 
tleman was a member of the firm of 
Putnam & Co., when they had the con- 
tract for Twenty-seventh street. We 
hope that you will protect labor from 
unscrupulous contractors who have no 
means to pay their employés, and 
eet any of the firm of Putnam 
mf? 


Several 
of the petition, one of them declaring 
that he had worked hard for his money 
and had been robbed by the contractor. 

The parties mentioned in the fore- 
going petition were present yesterday 
before the board, and some warm 
language was used in discussing the 
matter. Mr. McCormick denied owing 
any of the men any money. The board 
took the matter under advisement and 
will investigate it before making any 
recommendation to the Council.

George W. Barnett, a big, red-faced 
man from Pasadena, ran up against a 
snag in Judge York’s court yesterday.

Barnett was the defendant in a re- 
cent sensational divorce case wherein 
his wife charged him with eruelty and 
other things. He was beaten and was 
ordered to pay $25 a month alimony 
and $50 attorney's fees. He was also 


supposed to turn over some of the 
household furniture to his wife and 
‘three children, whose custody had 


been given to Mrs. Barnett, 

The recalcitrant husband paid some 
of the alimony, but from lack of work 
or from a natural tendency to defeat 
the order of the court, he failed to 
pay the alimony for the last two 
months. It was brought out at the 
hearing yesterday that he had failed 
to give his wife any of the furniture, 
and even retained a sewing machine 
which Mrs. Barnett’s father had pur- 
chased for her. In fact, his actions in 
the matter showed a general stubborn- 
ness to disobey the order of the court. 

Barnett made all kinds of excuses to 
Judge York. He wanted to be let off 
for a few weeks to raise the money, 
but his plea amounted to naught. 
Judge York ordered him to pay a fine 
of $25 or serve it out in the County 
Jail at the raie of $1 a pay. Not hav- 
ing the moncy, he was committed to 
the custody of the Sheriff. 

Barnett is said to have property from 
which he could easily raise the amount 
due.

JUDGE SHAW’S OPINION, 


An Interesting Question Relative to 
Mortgages Decided. 

An opinion was filed by Judge Shaw 
yesterday in the case of Worthing vs. 
Graves. ? 

It was an action to foreclose a 
mortgage executed March 25, 1889, by 
L. T. Graves and Mrs. A. P. Graves 
to Mary A. Gaylord for $3300, due 
March 29, 1892, on two parcels of land, 
one in Riverside county and one in 
Los Angeles county. The mortgagee 
died testate in 1891. Her will, which 
was duly probated, named L. T. Graves 
as executor without bonds, and in 1893, 
as executor, he executed and acknow!l- 
edged a release of the mortgage on the 
margin of the records. The mortgage 
debt was never paid nor accounted for 
by the executor and the only consid- 
eration for the release was the sub- 
stitution of other security, consisting 
of certain shares of the capital stock 
of the South Riverside Land and 
Water Company. The release and 
substitution were made without any 
order of court or authority from heirs, 
devisees or creditors. . 

The Los Angeles county property 
known as the Steel ranch property, 
was, after the release, conveyed by 
Mrs. A. P. Graves to L. T. Graves, and 
by him to defendant, Mrs. F. A. Sum- 
mers. Before doing so, however, he 
mortgaged it to J. Sayles, Brown for 
$4000, the money being used to pay off 
a prior mortgage for a like sum to M, 
E. Steel, given for the purchase money 
due on the purchase of the lots by Mrs. 
Graves from Steel. Mrs. Summers, as 
part of the price for the land, as-

information against 


sumed and paid the Brown mortgage. 

Judge Shaw says: 

“The evidence showed that neither 
Brown nor Summers had any actual 
notice of the true consideration of the 
release of the Gaylord mortgage, and 
that the money received on the Brown 
mortgage was obtained and used for 
the purpose of paying the money due 
on the prior mortgage on the Steel 
ranch. Under those circumstances the 
defendant Summers is in equity en- 
titléd to subrogation to the rights of 
the prior mortgagee and to have the 
prior mortgagee kept alive for her ise 
and declared paramount to plaintiff's 
mortgage. The plaintiff is entitled to 
an accounting from Mrs. Summers as 
mortgagee in possession and for this 
purpose a day must be fixed for a 
further hearing. 

“Let partial findings and an inter- 
locutory order be drawn accordingly, 
giving defendant Summers twenty 
days in which to file an aceount of 
rents and profits received and neces- 
sary expenses incurred during her pos- 
session of the Steel ranch, unless 
plaintiff waives the sage: in which 
case let findings and cree of fore- 
closure be drawn as prayed for in the 
complaint.”

Crops and Markets. 

The weather has been Warmer than 
usual during the past few days. The 
Jate rains have left the soil in first- 
class condition for plowing and seed- 
ing, and have improved the pasturage. 
There was a severe Windstorm on Sat- 
urday and Sunday last, in portions of 
San Bernardino county, which caused 
some loss of oranges, and had the ef- 
fect of drying the ground, 

Oranges have been going forward 
during the past week, most of them 


they would not meet the satisfaction 
of local buyers. An exception to this 
is a carload from Porterville, in Tu- 
Jare county, which is said to have been 
received in a very satisfactory condi- 
tion. This emphasizes the curious fact 
that northern fruits ripen earlier than 
those south of the Tehachepi. 

From the northern sections of the 
State reports indicate thatoranges have 
suffered somewhat from frost, but no 
damage has occurred up to date in 
Southern California, so far as can be 
learned. 

The orange shippers have been active 
during the past few weeks for the 
purpose of endeavoring, to improve 
their condition, and the result of their 
activity has been the formation of an 
organization known as the Fruit Grow- 
ers’ and‘ Shippers’ Association, which 
is understood to embrace practically all 
orange-packers in Southern California, 
outside of the exchange. The organi- 
gation is for the purpose of keeping in 
check those eastern buyers who have 
repudiated agreements after arrival of 
the fruit in the East, especially in 
cases where the market price has fal- 
len between the day of shipment and 
the receipt of fruit. In such cases the 
shipper has been practically at_ the 
It is now proposed 
that when the fruit is refused, the 
ease shall be investigated by the asso- 
ciation, and if it is found to be merely 
@ case of evading a contract, the buyer 
will be black-listed, and can afterward 
only buy for cash in advance. Another 
object of the association is to secure 
uniformity in terms. The formation of 
this association by parties outside of: 
the exchanges is certainly a tribute to 
the influence of the latter organizations 
and to the advisability of *coéperation 
among growers and shippers. 

“The season for fresh deciduous fruits, 
which closed in New York two weeks 


ago—two weeks earlier than last year— 


“The arrivals of California fruit 


to 1133 carloads, which is an increase 


carloads. All this fruit has been sold 
at auction and the season’s arrivals 
include, in addition, perhaps fifty car- 
loads that have gone directly in cold 
storace. 

“While the receipts in New York this 
season at auction show an increase of 


about one hundred and fifty cars com- 


pared with last season, receipts in Chi- 
cago have been just about the same; 
amount less than those of 1895. It is 
claimed by some of the receivers here 
that the net returns at New York 
were better than at Chicago. 

“Early in the season there were a 
number of experimental shipments, 
chiefly peaches, plums and pears, to 
London, all going in the refregirators 
of the American line steamers to 
Southampton and thence by express 
freight trains to London. The results 
were fairly good. Most of the pears 
that were sent abroad were in half 
boxes of twenty pounds. On this ac- 
count cable reports were somewhat 
miseading to those. inside the trade, 
who thought the prices quoted, say 
6s. to &s.,. were for ordinary boxes of 
forty pounds, while they actually were 
for smaller boxes. 

“Taking the season altogether it can 
hardly be considered satisfactory. Al- 
though the haul is very long—nearly 
three thousand miles over mountains 
and plains—it seems clear that lower 
freight rates are needed in order that 
producers may make a fair interest o 
their investments in the future. . 

“Cherries did well as a rule, @md apri- 
cots were also fairly successful, though 
no large quantities were received. The 
season in peaches was a disappoint- 
ment, prices ruling low and naturally 
so in view of the large crop of this fruit 
in Maryland and Delaware. Some cars 
of California peaches late in the season 
did very well, however, but as a gen- 
eral thing the season in this fruit was 
very unsatisfactory. 

“For Bartlett pears prices were ex- 
ceedingly low, although, taken as a 
whole, the condition of the fruit was 
never better. Prices ranged from $1.20 
to $1.50 per box of forty pounds, net, 
during most of the season, and when it 
is remembered that freight and re- 
frigerator rates are about $1, while 
boxes, paper, nails, loading, commis- 
sion, etc., make at least 25 cents more, 
it will be seen that the unfortunate 
owner of fruit on the Pacific Coast 
virtually got nothing back. 

“Plums and prunes did very well, al- 
though the prices were not high. In 
grapes, with which the season ended, 
prices were fairly good, although the 
rains in California affected the keeping 
qualities, so few large lots arrived here 
absolutely sound. Double crates of the 
various varieties ranged from $2.50 to 
$2, while sinele crates sold chiefly at 90 
cents to $1.25.”

Eggs 
and butter have been weak. Choice 
potatoes are scarce and command 
good price.

Notes from the Forestry Station. 


(John H. Barber in Garden and 
Forest: ) Eucalyptus Corymbosa.— 
Two specimens of this eucalypt, the 
bloodwood tree of Australia, are now 
in bloom here for the first time. The 
better one is a handsome, symmetri- 
cal tree thirty feet in height, with 
a spread of fourteen feet, and a 
trunk diameter (one foot from ground) 
of eight inches, representing a growth 
of eight years from the seed. The 
leaves are ovate-lanceolate, slightly 
sickle-shaped, glabrous, a rich dark 
green in color, paler beneath, with 
a conspicuous white midrib. They re- 
semble somewhat the leaves of the 
sugar-gum, E. corynocalyx but are 
larger, more symmetrically-shaped, 
and differently and more finely veined. 
The new leaves are light yellowish 
green, with dark green veining,. and 
very attractive; the leaf-stalks and 
young branchlets are dull crimson. The 
tew-flowered umbels of conspicuous 
White blossoms are borne in large, 
showy, rather loose, corymbose pani- 
cles on the ends of the branches, giv- 
ing the tree a most ornate appearance. 
The outer layer of the bark is decidu- 
ous in small, thin flakes, exposing the 
under layer, which is red-brown, 
smooth and finely-fissured. As an or- 
namental tree E. corymbosa ranks 
with the best of the eucalypti. Eco- 
nomically, it is of especial value in 
Southern California for bee pasturage 
at this season of the year, when bee 
feed is scarce. Its timber, however, 
according to Australian authority, is 
not of much value, owing to the 
amount of kino’ it contains, whence 
the popular name of bloodwood.

(San Francisco Chronicle:) A “ra- 
tion” in stock feeding has now 
come to mean an allowance of food 
selected and combined with reference 
to some definite results from its con- 
sumption. It is exact knowledge, so 
far as we have it, applied to feeding. 
The principles upon which rations are 
scientifically compounded are simple. 
In the first place, the constant waste of 
animal tissue must be made good. This 
requires protein, which, being inter- 
preted, means the first thing needed. 
Next the animal heat must be main- 
tained, which is done by the carbo- 
hydrates and fats. After the animal 
machine is provided for, the excess of 
food should be turned into marketable 
products, as eggs, butter and cheese, or, 
in the case of working animals, of.

Make the Hens Lay. — 

(Montreal Herald and Star:) Flocks 
that have been so kindly treated that 
the members theréof rely upon their 
regular daily supply from their owner, 
will never give satisfaction in egg pro- 
duction until heroic remedies are ap- 
plied, and thé sooner that is done the 
more time will be saved. Hens that 
have beén well fed are too fat to lay. 
Their combs will be bright and red, and 
they may appear thrifty, but when they 
are very fat the owner will wait quite 
& while before he will get many eggs 
from them, There is but one course to 
pursue, and that is to cut off the sup- 
ply of food untl the hens are willing to 
work. A hen that is fat will not starve 
until the stored fat on her body is util- 
ized, as this reserve of warmth is just 
so much carbonaceous food in the form 
of fat. Begin by giving no food at all. 
For a day or two the hens will insjst 
on your supplying them. At the end of 
two days scatter a gill of millet or rape 
seed in the litter. Hunger will induce 
them to work. Withhold the food for 
a week or ten days, or until they have 
lost weight. They will then have con- 
cluded that they must work, and by 
then feeding them judiciously they will 
begin to lay and continue to do so if 


properly cared for. 


GENERAL, 


The change of administration in the 
United States will probably open up 
several new and profitable fields to the 
American farmer. Among other prod- 
ucts which it is proposed to protect are 
sugar, flax and silk. By devoting more 


sugar-beets and flax, two good things 
will be accomplished. In the first 
place, a large amount of money that 
now goes abroad will be kept at home, 
and then, the surplus of grain not be- 
ing so large, it will be possible to ob- 
tain better prices for it in the hom 
markets, 


Why Fertilizers Fail. 


(Farm and Fireside:) Instances oc- 
cur so often ‘where satisfactory results 
are not obtained with fertilizers that 
the faith of many farmers has. been 
shaken in them. The mere fact that 
the putting on of so many pounds of 
plant food does not double or treble the 
yield of the crop should not be taken 
as an indication that fertilizers do not 
pay. Various influences have to be 
considered, and often one of them may 
be powerful enough to avert success. 
The most common of these are: First, 
a poor physical condition of the soil; 
second, applying fertilizers which: are 
not properly balanced in plant food in- 
gredients; third, applying fertilizers 


‘too late. 


Every. farmer ought to’ know that 
a crop will only do its best when the 
plant-food ingredients are presented to 
it under the most favorable circum- 


must pass into a liquid condition be- 


plants; if, however, by neglect of culti- 
vation the soil is in poor condition— 


the growth of the roots and they can 
neither absorb nor retain the moisture 
necessary to plant growth and quite 
naturally fertilizers cannot show their 
desired effect. 

Plants are like animals in the mat- 
ter of feeding; if they, do not get their 
food in the right shape or in the nec- 
essary quantities it is only natural 
that they will not reach a full develop- 
ment. The three essential ingredients 
which are usually fed to plants in the 
shape of commercial fertilizers are 
phosphoric acid, nitrogen and potash. 
These ought to be combined in such 
proportions as to fully satisfy the de- 
mands of the growing crop. ‘Some 
plants though, require more of one of 
the ingredients than they do of the 
other. A brand of ‘fertilizer for 
stance which would give good results 
upon wheat would not be suitable for 
potatoes because the feeding capacity 
of these two crops is not the same. 
Nitrogen affects the growth of foliage, 
while phosphoric acid and potash as- 
sist in the development of grain and 
fruit. Fruit fertilizers therefore should 
contain large quantities-of- phosphoric 
acid and potash. A little thought and 
experience and experimenting, however, 
would be of more service to the indi- 
vidual farmer than any advice that can 
be given in an article. 

Probably more failures occur throu 
late application of fertilizers than any 
other cause. If fertilizers are applied 
at planting time and a dry season fol- 
lows the chances are 16 to 1 that a fail- 
ure will result. A plant needs a good 
start and in order to get this the fer- 
tilizers ought to be well disseminated 
throughout the soil and in such a con- 
dition as to be readily available to the 


curred during the past season where 
fertilizers were drilled in at planting 
time and at the harvest they remained 
in the soil in a dry condition. Of 
course no benefit was obtained in such 
cases and the yields were actually de- 
creased. 

A good plan is to broadcast the phos- 
phoric acid and potash some weeks be- 
fore planting and work them into the 
soil, then the nitrogen can be put on 
as atop dressing later. There is no 
danger of injury to the seed by this 
plan and at the same time the fertil- 
izers have a chance to pass into that 
liquid state which is necessary before 
they can be absorbed by the growing 
crop.

REAL ESTATE REVIEW. A com- 
parison’ of the number of real estate 
transfers during last month (Novem- 
ber) in Los Angeles with those for the 
game month in San Francisco is a mat- 
ter of interest’ as showing a greater ac- 
tivity in this city than prevails in the 
city to the north. The transfers in Los 
Angeles were 1150, aggregating $991,233; 
transfers in San Francisco, 211, aggre- 
@ating $742,561. 
During the same month there were 
issued 148 building permits in Los An- 
geles, representing a value of $127,287. 


MAIN-STREET PAVING. Referring 
to the assessment roll of the paving 
contract of Main street, which was filed 
in the office of Superintendent of Streets 
on the 4th inst. the Investor in its issue 
of yesterday publishes the following 
details in connection with it: : 

“The roll contains S880 separate as- 
sessments which together foot up $133,- 
635.73. in favor of the Western Con- 
tracting and Construction Company, 
assignee of the Contracting and Con- 
struction Company, assignee of John 
T. Long, to whom the original award 
was made. The amounts due may be 
paid in cash, or property-owners may 
allow bonds to issue for the money, 
payable in ten years in half-yearly in- 
stallments, with interest at 6 per cent. 
Such bonds become a lien upon the 
property, taking precedence of any 
other lien, and as the constitutionality

Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—Bradstreet’s review 
of the New York stock market tomorrow will 
say that Congress having actually assembled, 
the speculative market has apparently lost 
much of its fear regardingethe action of that 
body and its influence upon the financial sit- 
uation. The professional Wall-street opera- 
tors manifested a disposition to sell last Mon- 
day on the appearance of the President's mes- 
sage, on the ground that the treatment of the 
Cuban question was not as conservative as 
had been expected, and that his reference to 
trust organizations would encourage attacks 
on the Industrials, not only in Congress, but 


in the State Legislatures. The message, how- 


ever, proved little or no liquidation of long 
stock, and the introduction, as soon as Con- 
gress got to work, of a variety of resolutions 
in reference to Cuba, had practically no ef- 
fect. In fact, the street seemed to be under 
the influence of reports from Washington in- 
dicating that the present Congress was un- 
likely to take positive action of any kind in 
the short time that remains of its existence. 
Holders of stocks seem unwilling to sell, and 
bearish manipulations simply increase the 
short interest and created a foundation for 
rallies. Europe has taken no part in the 
speculation here, and the weaker tone of the 
foreign exchange market has been without 
any influence on stocks. 

There has been no improvement in general 
trade this week, except in holiday specialties. 
Unseasonable weather has again delayed de- 
mand for winter goods, and the approach of 
the period for stock-taking will prolong the 
season of dullness well into the month. The 
tendency of prices is more conspicuously 
downward, noticably for Bessemer pig iron, 
steel billets, rails, hides, leather, flour, wheat, 
corn, oats, lard, cotton and petroleum. Com- 
paratively steady quotations are reported for 


Many who have been extremely bullish as to

3,653,000 bushels last week, 2,- 
458,000 in the corresponding week last: year, 
2,536,000 in the week two years ago, 3,231,000 
three years ago, and compared with 3,277,000 
in the corresponding week in 1892. Exports 
of Indian corn this week are also heavy, 
amounting to 3,541,288 bushels, twice as much 
as in the preceding week, nearly 50 per cent. 
more than in the corresponding week last 
year, and very much more than in like weeks 
in three preceding years. There are 381 busi- 
ness failures reported in the United States 
this week, an increase, as compared with the 
average in recent weeks; 22 more than last 
week, 67 more than in the like week one year 
ago, but 2 less than in the second week of 
December, 1894, although 44 more than in the 
corresponding period in 1893. As compared 
with the like week in 1892, the increased num- 
ber of failures this week is 83. There are 42 
business failures reported throughout Canada 
this week, 5 fewer than last week and 3 more 
than in the like week a year ago.

An Effective Means of Lessening the 
Tramp Nuisance—No System of 


City Parks Until a New Charter 
is Adopted, 


PASADENA, Dec, 11.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Pasadena has a correc- 
tive for the tramp nuisance, which has 
been in the power of the city to apply 
for several months. This is a stone 
pile, which is inclosed by a high board 
fence, and which for several weeks 
was an effective means of searing off 
hobos. When it was learned. that the 
hobos were not put to work in Pasa- 
dena, they began to flock to the city 
again. It is true that the tramps do not 


wn 
town, -where they could be “run in” 


‘without difficulty, but they do molest 


people on the outskirts of the city, 
and disappear before officers can be 
Summoned to arrest them. 


The city stone pile has never been 
utilized, the excuse give being that it 
costs the city too much to feed the 
tramps who would be engaged upon 
it. It is true that the police force is 
hardly large enough to permit the de- 
tailing of an officer to watch the 
tramps and see that they do their work, 
but a special officer might be detailed 
for that purpose, and soon there would 
be no need of such service, for the 
tramps would give the town a wide 
berth. From every part of the residence 
section reports are brought in of 
tramps seeking food at back doors, and 
it is quite evident that the Council 
must do something at once for the pro- 
tection of the city. The taxpayers out- 
Side of the fire limits feel that they 
are entitled to protection, and that 
it should be provided. The mounting of 
two or three men on bicycles for regu- 
lar patrol, day and night, of the resi- 
dence section is advocated, and it is 
believed that in the long run there 
would be a saving in such a plan. A

to say nothing of the loss entailed by 
the numerous burglaries that occur in 
the course Of a month. «Last winter 
there was the same state of things, 
and Pasadena begins to realize that it 


has become a city, with problems to 
- deal with that face all cities. Our prox- 


imity to Los Angeles has been lessened, 
practically, by the increased facility 
of transportation, and the growth of 
population in the last three years has 
rendered the police protection of for- 
mer years inadequate. 


NEW CHARTER. 
The agitation for a new charter in 


Pasadena seems to have received a 
. mysterious quietus, 


and people are 
beginning to ask wherefore. A commit- 
tee was appointed to report upon the 
form of charter, and there was to be 


free and full public discussion of all 


the clauses of the instrument, but 
nothing has been heard from the comi- 
mittee, although the public sentiment 
has not in the least changed, nor has 
the situation of the city in regard to 
its affairs changed. It is safe to say that 
no park proposition will be considered 
by the City Council] until a new charter 
has been devised which will enable the 
people to economize on taxation, for 
the prospect of increasing the assessed 
valuation, city and county, every year, 
in order to meet the city expenses, is 
not pleasant.

TROUBLE MAY ARISE OVER THE 
ARRESTED AMERICAN SAILORS. 
Exorbitant Port Charges—Water Ap- 
propriated for Irrigation—Rich 
Strikes in the Picacho Minesw—A 
Smelter May Be Established. 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 11.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The impudent interfer- 
ence of the Gautemalan steamer, the 
Carlos Pacheco, which plies between 
this port and Ensenada, in arresting 
Capt. Jensen and two sailors on the 
American schooner Ellen near Elida 
Island .on November 7, is likely to 
make the Mexican government some 
trouble, as this governmént allowed it- 
self to be made a tool of by a very fresh 
Englishman in order to add dollars to 
the Englishman's coffers. 

The Mexicans in using a boat flying 
a foreign flag, as a revenue cutter, 
acted in a manner regarded as peculiar. 
But now comes the statement of Capt. 
Jensen and his men that they were ar- 
rested outside of the three-mile Iimit 
on the charge of smuggling guano. In 
other words, the fresh Englishman and 
the fee-seeking officials arrested Amer- 
ican seamen on the high seas and now 
have them locked in a Mexican jail at 
Ensenada. They made the arrests un- 
der the flag of Guatemala or else they 
flew no flag at all, and acted as pirates. 

The feeling prevails here that the in- 
sults of Mexicans to American com- 


merce around about Ensenada should | 


cease. Small schooners avoid that 
port as much as possible, because of 
what are considered unfair port 
charges. It is alleged that the port 
officers earn their living by means of 
fines imposed, and in any instance 
Wherein they can possibly stretch the 
facts to cover the slightest infringe- 
ment of any technicality imposed by 
the law they do so.

TUNNEL. 


BIG OIL. IN A 


Gas So Thick That the Mine is 
Difficult to Work—A Forger Sent 
to the Penitentiary—Santa Bar- 
bara Brevities. 


SANTA BARBARA, Dec. 11.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) What promises 
to be the biggest oil strike yet made 
in this county and is now the subject 
of general comment and discussion is 
the result of recent developments in 
the Occidental Mining and Petroleum 
Company’s tunnel in the mountains 
four miies back of Serena. A Times 
correspondent visited the scene of the 
strike today and learned that the ru- 
mors afloat about the big strike are 
well founded, the volume of oil now 
flowing from the tunnel being sutficient 
lo repay the company tor tne time and 
labor expended upon this prospect 


| during the past eight years. 


‘ine tunnei 1s locateu in a deep gulch 
on tne side of the mountain at an eie- 
vation of 230U Teet above sea level, tne 
crest of the range being about sdvuvu feet 


hign. At the moutn orf the tunnel the 
pruwn sandstone ledge, wnich extends 
along the sidz of the range almost aue 
east and west, dips into the mountain 
at a sharp angie, and, as the tunnel 
proves, soon pecomes perpendicular. 
Gas escapes in the tunnel continually 
since the recent strike, making it im- 
possible to use open lights, and the 
only light available in the tunnel to- 
day was that reflectetd by an or- 
dinary mirror placed in the sun. One 
of the miners led the way and cau- 


tidned his followers to “‘stoop to.

nel. From this point on the roof leaks 
water and oil at every crevice, and at 
one place the mixture spurts clear 
across the tunnel. At the face of the 
tunnel it is safe to light a candle, be- 
cause the fresh air pumped in forces 
the gas away. In the lower left-hand 
corner the black fluid boils up with a 
distintt circular motion, and evidently 
under great pressure. Numerous little 
spurting streams burst out at various 
points in the face of the tunnel, and 
on the sides. The formation at this 
point is a blue sandstone, much softer 
than any encountered further back, 
and pitches toward and nearly paral- 
lel with the face of the mountain. 
The exact amount of oil now flowing 
out of the tunnel is not known, but a 
conservative estimate places it at fif- 


teen barrels per day, and the flow is in- 
creasing. The vein is evidently not 
opened yet, only through crevices, the 
oil-bearing strata being at least thirty 
feet in width, as demonstrated by the 
numerous test wells. These wells are 
situated in an adjoining gulch, from a 
quarter to a half-mile from the tun- 
nel. The bottoms of the wells are 150

“The matter ran on for about twelve 
rears, and, although the concession was 
not forfeited, the affairs connected 
with it became somewhat complicated. 
Early in 1895 I arranged to take charge 
of these affairs with a view to straight- 
ening them out, and in January of that 
year I visited Venezuela to get a re- 
newal of the concession, which renewal 
was granted at a meeting of the Cabi- 


_ net held the following June. It was re- 


quired that there should be immediate 
colonization, and this requirement has 
been complied with, several hundred 
thousand dollars having been invested. 

“The territory embraced within the 
concession is about 100 miles wide by 
190 miles in length. It lies on both 
sides of the Orinoco River, extending 
from the mouth of the stream nearly 
200 miles inland. Its southerly boun- 
dary is the Imataca Mountain range. 
All kinds of woods grown in tropical 
latitudes are abundant in this territory, 
and many kinds of fruits grow there in 
great profusion. The iron supply is 
virtually unlimited, and at the same 
time is at places from which it may be 
conveniently shipped. The Orinoco 
River is navigable for deep-water ves- 
sels for about 450 miles from its mouth, 
and at several points smaller streams, 
which are also navigable, flow from it 
and follow other courses to the: ocean. 
From a point about 100 miles up stream 
extending over 30 miles further up the 
south bank is an immense bed of iron 
ore, said to be 69 per cent. pure iron. 


Near this deposit of ore is Tartola Isl- | 


and, eight miles wide and forty miles 
long, which is above high water, and all 
prairie, save for a border of timber 
about forty feet wide all ound it. 

“From a point near this island we 
have had a prospecting party running 
a line southeasterly toward the Ima- 
taca Mountains.
